AXMOUTH ACKNOWLEDGES BENEFACTOR RICHARD HALLETT WAS A SLAVEOWNER 


AN EAST Devon historian has won a ten- 
month campaign to amend the thousand-year 
history of Axmouth Parish Church by ac¬ 
knowledging its most famous citizen and pa¬ 
tron was a slave owner. 

Tony Simpson was told by the Axmouth Parochial 
Church Council (PCC) they had re-written its official 
history just days before Christmas, recognising that 
Richard Hallett of Stedcombe House, its famous 
benefactor and former Mayor of Lyme Regis, was a 
17th Century slave owner. 

For ten months the PCC had told Mr Simpson that 
it saw no reason to change “a thousand years of his¬ 
tory... the Halletts were great benefactors and de¬ 
served their place in the record of the parish”. 

Mr Simpson, who has given 50 talks on slavery 
across East Devon, has lobbied for the change since 
February when he spoke to the local Women’s Insti¬ 
tute after visiting Axmouth Church to view the im¬ 
pressive Hallett monument. 

While he acknowledges that Richard Hallett was a 
benefactor he said this was not unusual among Devon 
slave owners and pointed to evidence that the Hallett 
wealth derived from slave ownership in the West In¬ 
dies and slaves were brought to Stedcombe House. 

In November Mr Simpson presented a paper on 
Hallett to the History Workshop in Exeter, organised 
by the University College London, in which he ar¬ 
gued that it was time to acknowledge the Devon 
legacy of slave ownership in accordance with a 
Devon County Council policy he helped to write in 
2007, the bicentenary of the abolition of the slave 
trade in England.

Mr Simpson, who is a member of Anti Slavery In¬ 
ternational, attended a major conference on modern 
slavery held by DCC, East Devon Churches and 
Devon and Cornwall Police at Sandy Park conference 
centre in Exeter, where he argued that slavery re¬ 
mained in part a symptom of historical attitudes. 

Axmouth rector, The Reverend Kate Woolven, at¬ 
tended the same conference as Mr Simpson in Sep¬ 
tember. 


Mrs Woolven said: “What happened in the 17th 
Century, regrettable though it was, was of another era. 

“The brief history on our church website mentioned 
the Hallett family as benefactors of the parish in the 
past but did not go into the details of their wealth. For 
the record, it now does.” 

Mr Simpson commented: “Christmas is the time of 
re-birth and reconciliation so I am delighted the PCC 
has made this modest but important change to the of¬ 
ficial history of Axmouth and I thank them sincerely. 
It is good for local history and for future generations.” 

Mr Simpson told Pulman’s View: “It is important 
for future generations that we acknowledge the past

£7.3 million funding 
cut for fire service 


GOVERNMENT grant funding for Devon & Som¬ 
erset Fire & Rescue Service will reduce by a total 
of £7.3 million by 2019/20, it has been announced. 

Ways to cope with the shortfall are set to be dis¬ 
cussed by the Fire Authority in February. 

The draft budget announcement indicates that 
the government has applied an 8.6 per cent re¬ 
duction for 2016/17, which equates to £2.5million. 
There will be further reductions of 10.2 per cent, 
4.3 per cent and 1.8 per cent in the following three 
years totaling £7.3million. 

Chief Fire Officer Lee Howell said: “Clearly this 
will mean further significant changes to the way 
we operate as a service." 

Changes to the Service's budget will go to the 
Fire Authority in February 2016. 

There will also be a reduction in middle man¬ 
agement, a new call handling system and a new 
shift system for wholetime firefighters. 

The service will increase funding during the 
next four years for the replacement of opera¬ 
tional vehicles and its ageing building stock.

A. We would always recommend using a high factor sun cream 
whenever you are exposed to the sun, especially on the treated 
area.
